board of trade asking for a modification 
of the injunction restraining the board 
from 
discontinuing its quotations to 


bucket ebop men. He decided that he 
would modify the injunction providing 
that the board of trade would agree to 
permanently go out of the business of 
furnishing quotations. The board of 
trade men regard this as sm important 
victory tot them. They will discontinue 
furnishing [quotations on April 1. The 
litigation has been going on for several 
years, and it all grows out of the efforts 
on the part of the board of trade to keep 
iheir quotations ont of the bucket shops. 
Under the decisions no telegraph com- 
panies will be allowed on the floor of the 
exchange, and customers will hereafter 
iie dependent on newspapers or on pri- 
vate messages for their quotations.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 27.—Shortly 


after nine o'clock to-night a tornado 
twppt over this city, wrecking two or 
three hundred houses and killing two 
hundred people. The wind came from the 
bouthwest. The Union Depot, at the f*ot 
of Seventh street, was lifted from Its 
foundations and turned over into the 
raging torrent of the Ohio river. A train 
of cars making up for the Louisville 
Southern road went over with the build- 
ing. Falls' City Hall, on West Market 
street, was wrecked. In tho hall were 
over one hundred people and but few of 
them oscaned alive. Many buildings, 
after falling, caught fire and the inmatei 
•were burned. All streets are blockaded 
with debris of fallen buildings or tele- 
graph and pclectric wires. 


This dispatch is carried around the 


city to the bridge and sent by railroad 
wire. 


Tho Storm in Illinois. 


BI.OOMIXOTOX, 111., March 28.—A very 


severe storm of rain, hail, wind and 
electricity swept this portion of Illinois 
this afternoon. The rainfall here for 
two hours was almost unprecented.

No serious damage aside 
from this has been reported.

From 
what is said on all sides, Mr. Archer 
seems to be the very last man that 
would be suspected of wronjr-doing. 
The Mechanics' Bank of this city, which 
it was said in Annapolis dispatches was 
the holder of considerable of the Archer 
paper, refuses to talk further than to 
say that It is amply protected by the de- 
posit of coupon bonds for all loans to 
State Treasurer Arclior. Mr. Archei 
was first elected Treasurer in 1886. 
In 


1887 he succeeded Senator Arthur P. 
Gorman, who resigned, as chairman of 
the Democratic Stato central commit- 
tee, and in each political campaignsince 
that year he has taken a prominent 
part. His salary as State Treasurer was 
$2,500 a year. 
Mr. Archer is also an ex- 


Congressman, having boon elected in 
JS6fl. 
He served four terms consecu- 


tively. A tolerably-well authenticated 
statement has boon circulated that Mr. 
Archer recently told close friends of his 
troubles, and they wore so serious that 
the needed help could not be given. 


Refused His Friends' Offers. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., March 38.—No one 


here seems to know just what the ex 
tent of State TreaSm er Archer's deficit 
is. Every one, however, is willing to 
believe the amount involved is small, 
and say t)iat it was an insane impulse 
which forced Mr. Archer to reject aid. 
Intimate friends of Mr. Archer's have 
known of his troubles since Monday, 
and any amount needed to make good 
bis shortage was offered. 
One man ten- 


dered $25,000 in cash, if necessary, and 
without security.

Their Danger to Llie and Property—How 


to Secure Immunity. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March as.—The Son- 


ate committee that conducted the electri 
cal Investigation in New York City 
reported yesterday. The report #ays 
There are 
two dangers from cloc- 


trical 
currents: 
First, danger 
to 


property 
from 
fire; 
second,

shock. 
The 
opinion 


exists among experts as to what voltage 
could cause death or whether there is 
any difference in danger to life between 
alternating and continuous currents. 1 
seems to be conceded, and may be taken 
as a safe rule, that currents of 250 volts 
or under, either direct or alternating, 
are safe. 
It appears doubtful if any 


overhead system of wires carrying high 
tension currents could be under any cir- 
cumstances maintained in the crowded 
streets of the city of New York without 
more or less danger to the public. The 
remedy for these evils, in the opinion o: 
your committee, lies in the speedy 
burial of all electric lights and power 
conductors in New York City and other 
cities having a population of 133,000 or 
more, and the enforcement in all cities 
and towns where central station electric 
lighting is carried on, of such rules and 
regulations as shall compel companies 
to properly construct and 
maintain 


their plants and adopt such precautions 
as are required to insure safetv to the 
public. 
Whatever doubt there may 


have been heretofore regarding the pos- 
sibility of successfully operating un- 
derground 
conductors, 
has been re 


moved by experience in New York City 
with the subways, and the testimony 
taken by your committee, which is uni- 
formly to the effect tbat currents of 
high and low tension direct or alternat- 
ing may be distributed by means of un- 
derground conductors with entire suc- 
cess without Interference with tele- 
phone and telegraph services and with 
safety to the public.
